mentioned in this list are a number of preparations which are 
it is unfortunate that they should have been put in this list at 
all, since they have in each case specific uses in other fields which 


not primarily disinfectants, but only incidentally act as such, and 
makes it entirely unfair to make any statement of their com- 


parative cost as disinfectants based on the cost of carbolic acid. 
This fact, while it would be realized by the scientific investigator, 
might not be understood by the casual reader. The product 
chinosol should not at all have been mentioned in this category, 
as chinosol is used almost exclusively as an antiseptic upon the 
human system, and it thus should not be classed with disinfect- 
ants which are used in cesspools and elsewhere. The antiseptic 
value of chinosol has been attested by the highest authorities 
and the Council on Pharmacy of the American Medical Associa- 
tion, in an exhaustive report, shows that chinosol is non-poison- 
ous and that its antiseptic strength is not only much greater 
than that of carbolic acid but that it is even greater than that of 
bichloride of mercury. 

In discussing the Cullom and Foster

through the Bureau of Internal Revenue, we stated in our last 
issue that neither of these bills was punitive. What we meant 
by this was, that there was no intention in the proposed meas- 
ures to prevent the sale of narcotic drugs or to punish any one 
for selling them save that where sales were made in contraven- 
tion of the regulation there was, of course, a punishment pro- 
vided. We direct attention to this since we find that some of 
our readers have misapprehended the language used by us and 
have understood that the bills in question contained no penalty. 
As a matter of fact, both bills contain severe penalties to be in- 
flicted on such persons as sell narcotic drugs without complying 
with the requirements there laid down. It seems quite likely 
that Congress will adjourn within a few days, and at no time 
has it seemed probable that either measure would be enacted at 
this session. The measures were introduced mainly with a view 
to eliciting criticisms and suggestions.

The Clerk precedent in imposing a sentence not only 
Responsible on the employer, but on a clerk who sold 
cocaine in contravention of the law, Here 


tofore the clerk has been permitted to evade personal responsi 
bility, any fines imposed being levied upon the proprictor of the 
store. So long as the infraction of law by the clerk is devoid of 
any moral aspect such a practice is entirely satisfactory, If the 
entire transaction is a purely commercial one, the clerk should 
not be punished for carrying out the instructions of his superior, 
since his superior and not himself is responsible and will reap 
any profit that might be made, and should therefore receive any 
punishment decreed. Bet when there is a moral issue involved, 
when the act of the clerk is not only illegal, but from the moral point 
of view criminal in that it involves the gravest injury to the put 
chaser and to the state, it is well that the clerk should be held to 
a personal accountability for his acts. The lot of the drug clerk 
is far from a happy one. He has long hours, grave responsibility

| N the present case Parke, Davis & Co, manufactured the goods 

in Detroit for the Knowlton Danderine Company, of Wheel 
ing, according to a formula turnished by the Knowlton Dande 
rine Company and the court held that the goods were the prop- 
erty of the Knowlton Danderine Company when shipped. The 
text of this portion of the decision in the lower court is printed 


below:

manufacturing adulterated food and drug produets; it had no power to 
prevent one anywhere from personally consuming such products; it) did 
have power to suppress the manufacture of such in the Distriet of Colum 
bia and the territories, and by this act has done so; it had the furthe: 
power to restrict in the course of commerce the transportation from. state 
to state of such products, and it has done so; it had power, after such 
product was received from another state, to restrict its sale in the original 
package, and it has done so It did not, in my judgment, have power to 
restrict one from manufacturing in one state such product and removiny 
it from that state to another for the purpose of personal use and not sale 
or for use in connection with the manufacture of other articles to be 
legally branded when so manufactured, The government's inspector wa 
entirely justified in concluding that this shipment in these original packay: 
casks was a violation of this act, because they were consigned for shipment 
by Parke, Davis & Co., of Detroit, Mich, to the Knowlton Danderine 
Company, at Wheeling, W. Va, and they were not branded, It was rea 
sonably to be assumed that Parke, Davis & Co. were the owners and sellers 
while the Knowlton Danderine Company was the purchaser. From the 
agreed statement of facts, however, it is apparent that the formula of the 
preparation is a trade secret; that Parke, Davis & Co. were not the owners 
of this formula, but only the manufacturing agents, under contract, of the 


owner, the Danderine Company, and only acted as agent for the owner in 
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directing such shipment to the owner itself of its own property; that such 
owner did not, “having so received” sueh product, either “deliver, in origi- 
nal unbroken packages, for pay or otherwise, or otter for delivery to any 
other person,” the same; nor did it “sell, or offer for sale in the District of 
Columbia or the territories of the United States.” 

It seems clear that the transportation of this liquid was solely to the 
hottles made in Wheeling instead of the transportation of the bottles from 
Wheeling to the liquid manufactured in Detroit, and that it was se bottled 
1 Wheeling and properly branded before any sale. or disposition of it was 
attempted Under such cireumstanees [am conustramed to hold that. the 
6 casks must be surrendered to respondent, and the libel dismissed 

HIE case was appealed and the United States Court of Ap 

peals confirmed the judgment of the lower court. holding 
that such a shipment as was made in this instance did not con- 
Stitute imterstate comimeree within the meaning of the food and

THE PRINCIPLES OF SERODIAGNOSIS. 
i an observer of the trend of modern medicine it beeames 


more and more apparent that the contributions of physio 
logical chemistry are having a great and growing influence on the 
practical problems of diagnosis and therapeutics, It is evident 
aso that there must be an imereasing demand for materials 
whereby these principles may be apphed. The tendeney toward 
organotherapy, serum therapy, and serodiagnosis calls tor 
agents and reagents whieh must eventually be supplied and it 
should fall to the pharmacist to be the distributor of these ma 
terials, In facet, the expert in pharmacology may well undertake 
the execution of serodiagnostie tests just as the chemist now 
undertakes such work in clineal pathology as urine and gastyn 
analyses, ete, It is obviously suitable for those who would keep 
abreast of the times to familiarize themselves with at least the 


general principles of these subjects 


LL subject of serodiagnosis is perhapsshest exemplified by 
the Wassermann reaction for syphilis, which depends upon 

the following tacts A poison of any kind, which is capable of 
causing the formation of antibodies in the system is spoken ot as 
an antigen, and when an antigen comes in contact with its corre 
sponding antibody, the two substances neutralize cach other and 
become inert, The antibody consists of a specitic substance, de 
veloped through the influence of the antigen, called the ambo 
ceptor, combined with a substance universally found in the blood, 
called the complement, Without the presence of complement, the 
amboceptor is quite inert. The whole reaction may be expressed 


thus: Antigen-}amboceptor and complement=-an inert: bod) 


Hite first step in the Wasserman test consists in carrying out 
this reaction, The antigen is supphed by known. syphilitic 
tisste (emulsion of syphilitic liver), the complement is supplied 
hy Guinea pig serum, and the serum or spinal fluid Cheated to

action, On the other hand, he has done much to establish the 
reliability of the phenomenon and its clinical value.

RESIDENT ANDREWS conducts a store in a small town

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canvasser he would himself aid the canvasser in securing

was paid forty dollars a year at first for caring for the phone,

HIE report of the telephone committee of the Philadelphia 


Association of Retail Druggists, which was printed in 
these columns some three months ago, brought out the fact that 
the pharmacists of the Quaker City received annually an income 
of $25,000 as commissions on telephone tolls. A much larger 
sum is realized annually by the drug stores of Chicago, and we 
have been told by committees from Chicago and Philadelphia 
that it pays both directly and indirectly to cultivate the telephone 
business. Here, as elsewhere, however, the man who wishes to 


succeed must make an effort. Since the druggist must needs 
have a telephone for the convenience of his patrons let him make 
it a source of profit and to do this he should have a telephone 
booth and should be willing to take a little pains in encouraging 
the telephone business. In Philadelphia the pharmacists receive 
25 percent. of all business amounting to more than $4.50 per 
month up to $15. On business above $15 a month he receives a 
commission of 33% percent. In many places a telephone has 
not yet become a source of profit, but if the druggists in these 
towns will unite on a definite plan of action they will find that 
they can do away with the free use of the telephones by the 
public and make the telephone a source of direct as well as in

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SOME FORMULAS FOR ELIXIRS PROPOSED FOR REC- 
OGNITION IN THE REVISION OF THE NATIONAL 
FORMULARY.}!

The following are some of the formulas that are offered for 
consideration in the revision of the National Formulary and are 


presented here to encourage trial and criticism from practical ° 


pharmacists. Several of these are for preparations not hereto 
fore included in the Formulary, while others are only offered as 
improvements on the present official formulas. 


Elixir of Calcium Lactophosphate. 

In the National Formulary II] the salt is directed to be made 
from calcium lactate and phosphoric acid in.the process. As 
calcium lactophosphate is now a commercial chemical, a definite 
weight of the salt should be directed along with the largest per- 
centage of aromatic base attainable, and in accordance with this 
thought the following improved formula is suggested:

Elixirs of the Glycerophosphates. 

The National Formulary now gives a formula for elixir of 
glycerophosphates containing the sodium and calcium salts, but 
it is deficient in flavoring as it contains only 300 Ce of aromatic 
elixir in a liter. The present National Formulary elixirs as a 
class are subject to just criticism on account of the monotony 
of flavor in most of them, and in many of the formulas there is 
an insuflicieney of aromatics dwe to the fact that aromatic elixir 
is used as a diluent instead of modifying the manipulation and 
using a requisite amount of compound spirit of orange or other 
desired flavoring as an ingredient in the formula. 

The glycerophosphates, especially the calcium salt, are readily 
precipitated by alcohol and consequently the manipulation and 
compounding must be so managed as to prevent the presence of 
any excess of alcohol at any time and to avoid a_ precipitate 
which, once formed, is dificult to redissolve and will yield 
preparation that is hard to clarify. Yet, the finished product 
must contain sufficient alcohol and aromatics to be permanently 
clear and satisfactory. My experiments lead to the conclusion 
that approximately 12% percent. of alcohol is the amount needed. 

To prevent the precipitation of the glycerophosphates, es- 
pecially calcium, a slightly acid solution is necessary. The addi- 
tion of phosphoric acid, of glycerophosphoric acid and of lactic 
acid have been tried and in my experiments lactic acid has given 
the best results and is recommended. 

As the compound elixir of glycerophosphates, containing the 
sodium, calcium, iron, manganese, quinine and strychnine salts is 
in many localities more frequently prescribed than is the simple 
elixir of the glycerophosphates of sodium and calcium, formulas 
for both are recommended with appropriate flavorings

Elixirs of the Formates. 

Within recent years the formates have received considerable 
attention as remedial agents in regular practice and various pro- 
prietary preparations containing these have likewise been ex- 
ploited. The British Pharmaceutical Codex has included several 
formulas for elixirs and a syrup containing these in combination, 
thus indicating their more or less extended use also in the 
British Islands. 

Two formulas are submitted, the one for an elixir of the 
alkaline formates copying closely that in the British Pharmaceu- 
tical Codex, and the other for a compound elixir of the formates 
of the same medicinal ingredients and approximately of the 
same strength as several of the proprietaries now on the market 
under such fanciful names as Pentaform and Formatone. These 
are both satisfactory from a pharmaceutical standpoint and their 
introduction in the revision of the National Formulary is recom- 
mended, 

Various combinations of the glycerophosphates and formates 
are being introduced and the demands for these can be met if 
the physician is impressed with the ease with which mixtures 
of these elixirs of glycerophospbhates and elixirs of formates can 
he directed.

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wash the filter with sufficient of a mixture of alcohol one vol- 
ume, of distilled water nine volumes, until 1,000 Cc. of finished 
product is obtained. 

As some of these formates may not be found in the average 
drug store, the formula may be modified by using the carbonates 
in equivalent quantities and the alkaloid quinine and the required 
amount of formic acid. Thus

The formic acid might be rounded out to 195 Gmis., or possi- 
bly 190 Cc., plus the 10 Cc. already used for the purpose of 
assuring a faintly acid and stable preparation; thus taking 200 
Ce. of acid and reducing the amount of water directed. I have 
tried the formula both ways and it seems to be entirely satis- 
factory. 

The compound spirit of cardamom directed in these formulas 
is that recommended as a substitute for the present National 
Formulary compound spirit and is the flavoring basis for the 
compound elixir of cardamom already recommended for intro- 
duction in National Formulary IV. The formula is:

The Chemistry of the Glucosides in 1909. 


The advances in glucoside chemistry in 1909 are reviewed 
by Rosenthaler (Chem. Ztg., 1910, No. 38, through Pharm. Post, 
1910, No. 41) in a brief but comprehensive paper. He recalls 
the discovery during the past year of the folluwing glucosides: 

Toringin from the bark of the Pirus Toringa (Hirose). 

Androsin from the rhizome of the Apocynum Androsemi- 
folium (Charles W. Moore). 


Caraganin from the leaves of the Caragana arboreus (FE. 
Reeb). 

Primverin and primulaverin from the root of the Primula 
officinalis (Goris). 


Rebaudin from the Eupatorium Rebaudianum (K. Dieterick). 

Furthermore, the following were shown to contain gluco- 
sides: Dichapelalum mossonbiceuse and Adenium ccetaneum 
(Krause), and the subterranean portion of the Lamium Album 
(Piault). 

Of the glucosides mentioned toringin was shown to be a 
chrysing glucoside and androsiz an acetovanillon glucoside. 

Of the known glucosides, the following were identified in 
new plants or new parts of plants: 

Gynocardin in the leaves of Pangium Edule (de Joug). 

Phaseolunatin in the leaves of Phaseolus Lunatus (de Joug). 

A prussic acid glucoside in manioc flour (Vinaflart). 

An Amygdonitril glucoside in the bark of the Prunus Serot- 
ina (Power and Moore). 

Solonin in various Brazilian Solanacez (Peckolt). 

Quercitrin in the bark of the Pirus Toringia (Hirose). 

Acubin in several varieties of Aucuba Japonica (Lebas). 

Hesperidin in Verbascum (“Staubfadenhaare” ) and Tilia 
Ulmifolia (“Brakteen”)—both by Tunmann. 

The author recalled the work of Windaus on the detoxication 
of saponin by means of choleserin and reviewed briefly some of 
the botano-physiological questions. Of particular interest, on ac- 
count of its practical utility, was the work of Rosenthaler and 
Meyer, who showed that in many glucoside-containing extracts 
the glucoside content could be increased by a preliminary de- 
struction of the glucoside-splitting enzymes by means of boiling 
alcohol. 
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CALIBRATION OF VOLUMETRIC APPARATUS. 
By A. B. Lyons, M.D., 
Detroit, Mich. 

The simplest way of determining the calibre of measuring 
flasks, pipettes, burettes, etc., is by ascertaining how much dis- 
tilled water they hold or deliver, as the case may be. Where 
very great accuracy is desired, the water should be boiled to 
expel gases dissolved in it before it is used. Except for pyc- 
nometers and similar apparatus this is a needless refinement, 
since duplicate experiments cannot be expected to agree more 
closely than to one part in five thousand. 

It is not generally convenient to carry out weighings of this 
character at the exact standard temperature. It is better, as well 
as simpler and quicker, to make the required weighings at the 
room temperature, noting exactly the readings of thermometers 
in the air and in the water, and subsequently make the neces- 
sary correction. The labor is lessened and the work greatly ex- 
pedited by having at hand a table giving the weight in air under 
standard conditions of 100 Cc. of distilled water, also the weight 
of the same volume of water at temperatures ranging from 15° 
to 30° C. Such tables are herewith supplied, and are self ex- 
planatory. By their aid one can ascertain in a few minutes the 
error, if any, of a new piece of apparatus, and it will not do to 
assume that any such apparatus is free from error, It is under- 
stood, of course, that the tables take into account the expansion 
of the glass with the elevation of temperature

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THE NEW REMEDIES OF 1909-1910.,! 
By Tuomas J. KEENAN, 


Chairman of the Committee on New Remedies. 


Adrenalin Tape consists of strips of sterilized tape one 
half inch wide and of two lengths, five and ten yards, having a 
selvage on either edge to prevent raveling, which are medicated 
with 1 in 2,000 solution of adrenalin; intended for use in pack- 
ing bleeding and oozing cavities. Made and marketed by Parke, 
Davis & Co., Detroit and New York. 

Adrenochrom is a sulphur compound of the suprarenal 
gland, which is recommended for use in the internal treat- 
ment of skin affections. 

Aethrisin is acetylsalicylamide used in articular rheuma- 
tism. 

Afermol, the exsiccated blood serum of horses obtained 
under special precautions is used in the treatment of sup- 
purating wounds as a dusting powder, or mixed with sub- 
stitol (which see), in the proportion of 4 to I or 3 to I. 

Agarase is the name applied to tablets composed of a 
mixture of agar-agar and Bulgarian lactic acid bacillus (bacillus 
of Massol), which is recommended in diseases of the digestive 
tract and constipation. It is put up in tablet form, the dose 
of which is three tablets with each meal, by F. Uhlmann-Eyraud, 
Geneva, Switzerland. 

Amenyl, which, chemically, is methylhydrastimid hydro- 
chloride, has been recommended as a remedy for amenor- 
rheea and other menstrual disturbances. It forms yellow 
crystalline needles, which are soluble in hot water. It is 
given in doses of 34 grain (Gm. 0.05) twice daily, and if con- 
stipation ensues it is advised to give an equal amount. of 
aloes in the form of pills twice a day, It is made and mar- 
keted by E. Merck, Darmstadt, Germany. 

Amidoazotoluol is a yellow powder, insoluble in water, 
readily soluble in alcohol and ether. It is used instead of 
Bieberich scarlet red (which see). 

Ampuls.—Parke, Davis & Co. have introduced ampuls con- 
taining 1 Ce. of sterile solutions of codrenin, adrenin and ferric 
citrate. Codrenin ampuls contain a sterile solution of one quar- 
ter of one percent. cocaine, and I in 10,000 adrenalin; intended 
for hypodermic use as a local anesthetic. Eudrenin ampuls 
contain one quarter of one percent. beta eucaine and 1 in 10,000 
adrenalin; used in the same way as codrenin as a local anes- 
thetic. Ferric citrate ampuls of 1 Ce. capacity contain two grains 
of ferric citrate in sterile solution; intended for hypodermic in- 
jections in aniemia. 

Anestheticum is a dental an; esthetic, said to consist of a 
ten percent. solution of cocaine in phenylacetate. 

Anesthone Cream is an oleaginous compound put up in 
collapsible tubes with clongated nozzles containing adrenalin 1 
in 2,000 and paraamidoethyibenzoate, ten percent., combined with 
an ointment base; recommended fer use in coryza and hay fever. 
Made and marketed by Parke, Davis & Co., Detroit and New 
York 

Antiformin is a disinfectant containing about 7.5 percent. 
of free NaOH and 5.3 percent. of bound chlorine. 

Antileprol is the name applied to a purified form of 
chaulmoogra oil, used in the treatment of leprosy. It per- 
mits of more prolonged use than is the case with or ordi- 
nary oil. Marketed in capsules of 0.5 Gm. and 10 Gm. by 


Bayer & Co., Elberfeld. 
Antimony Aniline Tartrate forms white crystals. contain- 


ing 22 percent. of antimony, soluble in 7 parts of water. 
Recommended by Laveran for the treatment of trypanosoma 
(sleeping sickness) instead of the more toxic potassium com- 
pound—viz.: tartar emetic. 

Antitetanic Globulins is the name given by Parke, Davis 
& Co. to a dried preparation of the glodulins of antitetanic serum 
which gives a product ready for immediate use in lockjaw. 

Argentol is silver oxychinolinesulphate containing 32 per- 
cent. of the metal in organic combination. It is used in solu- 
tion and in the form of a gauze in the same way as iodoform. 
Marketed by the Parmele Chemical Company, New York. 

Apyrol consists of a mixture of antipyrin 52.37 parts and 
quinine sulphate 47.06 parts. 

Arsan (Arsenglidine) is a combination of glidine and ar- 
senic, forming a brown amorphous powder, which is mar- 
keted in the form of tablets containing 0.002 Gm. of arsenic. 
Indications as for arsenic. Dose: One to two tablets three 
times a day; children, one-half to two tablets daily. Marketed 
by Menley & James, New York.

State Pharmaceutical Association. 
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Arsanzmin is a liquid preparation containing —" iron 
and saccharated pepsin (0.0076 percent. arsenic), which is 
recommended for the treatment of anemia and allied affec- 
tions. Made by J. Paul Liebe, Dresden, 

Arsinosalicylic Acid is a compound of orthotoluidine and 
arsenous acid which forms aminomethylbenzene arsenate, 
which is then acetylyzed, and afterwards oxidized with potas- 
sium permanganate, whereby acetylarsinoanthranilic acid 1s 
formed. The resulting compound is heated with potassium 
hydroxide, upon which it parts with its acetyl group, while 
the anthranilic acid, by diazotating, yields arsinosalicylic 
acid. It forms colorless, needleshaped crystals, easily solu- 
ble in warm water and alcohol. It is said to be less toxic 
than atoxyl, Made by W. Adler, Carlsbad. 

Arsotropin is the name applied to tablets of arsenous 
iodide and belladonna extract, used in neuralgia and epilepsy. 
Made by G. Hell & Co., Troppan. 

Aseptobiline is the proprietary name of a purified ex- 
tract of bile derived from the ox or the pig. It is put up 
in dragees containing about 2 grains of the extract, and 
these coated with keratin to insure their passage through 
the stomach undigested. Made by G. Schmit, Paris. 

Aspirochyl is paraaminophenylmercuric arsenate, It is 
recommended for use in the treatment of syphilis. 

Astrolin is chemically antipyrin methylethylglycolate and 
contains 61.44 percent. antipyrin. A colorless crystalline 
powder, with a slight odor and a pleasant slightly bitter 
taste somewhat resembling citric acid. Readily soluble in 
water. Used in neuralgia and migraine in doses of 7% to 
15 grains. 

‘ Asurol is a double salt of mercuric salicylate and sodium 
amidooxyisobutyrate containing 40.3 percent. of mercury. It 
is freely soluble in water and is intended to replace mer- 
curic salicylate in the treatment of syphilis. A 5 percent. 
solution is prepared, of which the dose is 1 Ce. to 3 Ce. 

Bierbrich Scarlet Red (Medicinal) is amidoazotoluolazo- 
betanaphthol. A dark reddish-brown powder, insoluble in 
water, slightly soluble in alcohol, acetone and benzol, and 
1 in 14 in chloroform. Used as an oily solution or as an 
ointment to promote the healing of wounds in 5 and 10 per- 
cent. dilutions. Is readily soluble in oils and in warmed par- 
affin. 

Bismacola is the name applied to a mixture of bismuth 
subnitrate, magnesium salicylate, guaiacol, pancreatin and sodium 
sulphocarbolate suspended in a mucilage of elm bark. It is 
credited with sedative, antiseptic, digestive and astringent prop- 
erties, and is recommended in the treatment of diarrhoea, the 
stmmer complaint of children, gastritis and enteritis. It is made 
and marketed by the William S. Merrell Chemical Company, 
Cincinnati. 

Borodat (sce Peroxides, New) 

Bromofor is a proprietary preparation employed as a local 
application to the skin to allay itching and irritation. Its active 
ingredient is stated to be dibromo-laricinolic acid. Prepared by 
P. Stoepel, llberfeld, Germany. 

Brovalol is bromoisovaleric acid borneolester. Tt is used 
as a sedative and nervine tonic, in doses of 1 to 3 perles several 
times a day. 

Calcodat (see Peroxides, New). 

Carbenzym is the name given to an “adsorption” com- 
pound of wood charcoal and trypsin, which is put up in tablet 
form by Drs. Freund and Redlich, Berlin. 

Carbosant is the carbonic ester of santalol, an odorless 
and tasteless liquid recommended for the internal treatment of 
gonorrhea. It is said to contain 90 percent. of santalol, the 
active constituent of sandalwood oil, combined with carbonic 
acid. Marketed by the Heyden Chemical Works, New York. 

Catalysine is the name given to a compound of lecithin 
hases obtained by_a_ special process. and combined with 
hemoglobin iron. Used against infectious diseases. 

Cethal is a mixture of cinnamy! methyl with to percent. 
of thymol, which is recommended as an inhalant in lung 
disease. Made by Gédecke & Co., Berlin. 

Cirrholysin is a compound of thiosinamine and bismuth 
tri-iodide. It is given for ankylosed joints, visceral adhesions, 
ete., like thiosinamine, in doses of 1-10 grain (0.0065 Gm.). 

Comain is a preparation of iodine for the treatment of 
tuberculosis. It is obtained by the action of camphor and 
iodoform on sesame oil; mono- and di-iodide of camphor 
are formed, which enter into combination with the fatty 
acids of the oil. 

Cotargent is the name of a preparation of colloidal silver. 

Crotalin is the name applied to a dried and evaporated 
venom of the rattlesnake. Injected, dissolved in water and 
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glycerin, the dose is 0.0006 Gm. It is recommended for the 
treatment of pulmonary tuberculosis, lung affections, asthma, ete., 
and also for allaying pain of nervous origin. 

Deba is one of the protected names for diethylbarbituric acid. 

Dedasol is put up in tablet form and is said to represent 
part for part the active principles of digitalis leaf. Each 
tablet contains the equivalent of 1% grains of the leaf. It 
is marketed by A. Voswinkel, Berlin. 

Dextrilactic Powder is a compound of diastase, 
caroid, 6 parts; cellasin, 5 parts; 
sugar of milk. It is made by Mead, Johnson & Co., Jersey 
City, N. J., and is intended for administration to sick infants 
who have trouble in digesting milk.

Feolathan, ferroammonium lactate, occurs as a dark 
brown mass with a green fluorescence. It contains 7 per 
cent. of iron and is very hygroscopic. Marketed in the form 
of pills, 100 of which contain 2™% drachms of feolathan. 
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Fermentdiagnosticum is another name for glycyltrypto- 
phan, a peptide compound of an amino acid which is used as a 
diagnostic test for carcinoma of the stomach. Made and mar- 
keted by Kalle & Co., New York. 

Ferralbol is a combination of egg albumin and iron (3 
percent.), with r percent. of lecithin, It is marketed in 
chocolate tablets containing 0.5 Gm. of the preparation. 

Ferro-Glidine is an organic combination of protein and 
iron put up in tablet form, each tablet. being represented to 
contain Gm. 0.025 of iron. Marketed by Menley & James, Ltd., 
New York. 

Filicone is a principle obtained from Dryopteris spinulosa, 
which is said to possess anthelmintic properties when com 
bined with castor oil in the proportion of 30 grains of fili- 
cone to half an ounce of oil. 

Formeallistan is a combination of formaldehyde and vege- 
table mucilage which has been tried in gout. 

Formobas is a formaldehyde preparation said to have a 
deeper and greater bactericidal power than formaldehyde and 
to be free from its drawbacks, It forms a clear fluid, and its 
solutions are slightly alkaline. 

Formulsin is a soap solution containing formaldehyde. 

Gastrosan is bismuth disalicylate, a sweetish powder in- 
soluble in cold water and alcohol. Marketed by the Heyden 
Chemical Works, New York, 

Geotalose is a form of mucocolloidal creosote, occurring 
as an elastic grayish-green substance melting at 26° C. toa 
syrupy fluid that may be diluted with water, Used in diar- 
rhoea and vomiting in adults and children, 

Glandon Tablets are a compound of thyreoid gland, ado- 
nidin and sodium cacodylate, put up by Morgenstern & Co., New 
York. 

Glycyltryptophan (See Fermentdiagnosticum), 

Guacamphol (Guaiacol-camphoric acid ester) is a white 
powder, tasteless and odorless, which is used in the treat- 
ment of night sweats in doses of three to fifteen grains. 

Guaiacodeine, Codeine orthoguaiacolsulphonate, is the 
neutral codeine salt of guaiacolsulphonic acid. It is produced 
by the — decomposition of a soluble salt of codeine with the 
potassium or barium salts of orthoguaiacolsulphonic acid taken 
in oe sa quantities. It forms a white crystalline powder, 
soluble in 90 parts of water, 450 parts of alcohol and 30 parts 
of methyl aleohol, It is insoluble in ether and very slightly in 
chloroform. Very soluble in hot water. Made and marketed 
by the New York Quinine and Chemical Works, Limited. 

Guaiacose is the name applied to a fluid somatose con- 
taining § percent. of calcium guaiacolsulphonate, forming a dark 
brown fluid miscible with water, It is recommended as an ex- 
pectorant, antiseptic and alterative, and is also as a tonic and 
nutrient, in doses of three to four teaspoonfuls daily. Marketed 
by the Farbenfabriken of Elberfeld Company, New York. 

Gynoval is the isoborneolester of isovalerianie acid form: 
ing a colorless fluid of aromatic odor and mild oleaginous taste 
which is difhenliy soluble in water, but dissolves readily in the 
ordinary organic solvents. It is recommended as a mild nerv 
ine and antispasmodic, having all the properties of valerian. It 
is put up in pearls containing 4 grains each, the dose of which 
is two. Marketed by the Farbenfabriken of Flberfeld Company, 
New York. 

Hemaformyl is a compound of hematoxylin and formal 
dehyde, which is intended for use in digestive troubles taken in- 
ternally, and as an application to wounds externally. Made by 
\. Klein, Berlin, Germany. 

Hectargyre is hectine combined with mercury. 
20 to 30 drops daily of a o.t percent. solution, 

Hectine is sodium benzosulphoparaaminophenylarsenate. 
It is readily soluble in water, and its solutions may be steri- 
lized; it is less toxie than atoxyl, Dose: 1 Ce. of a o.t per- 
cent. solution. 

Horsine is one of the latest of the fantastic preparations 
advocated in the treatment of tuberculosis by certain French 
physicians, At a meeting of the Société internationale de la 
tuberculose, held in Paris, February 8, Dr. S. Bernheim read 
a paper advocating the use of the muscular plasma (suc: 
inice) of the horse, which he asserted he had himself em- 
ployed with remarkably good results in 223 cases of tubercu- 
losis. The juice of the muscular fibre is employed, (Tt is 
interesting to note the tendency of French scientists to give 
titles of English derivation to products of their introduction. 
Fourneau, the discoverer of stovaine, gave the English 
translation of his own name as a substitute for the sesqui- 
pedalian chemical title, and now we have “horsine”’ as an 
equivalent for the French “sue de viande de cheval’ !)

Fitch's Dandruff Eradicator.—We are unable to give the 
composition of this proprietary preparation, We published quite 
recently, however, the formula for a dandruff eradicator which 
has given quite general satisfaction. In this preparation the 
formula for which is given on page 360 of our issue for 
June 13, the active ingredients are resorcin and chloral hydrate. 
The theory upon which resorcin is used is that dandreff is the 
product of a bacillus and that resorcin destroys this bacillus. A 
somewhat similar preparation has been used with considerable 
svecess in which beta naphthol is included, This formula reads 
as follows:

Tooth Paste Without Soap.—D. T. VF. asks for some way 
of overcoming the soapy taste of a tooth paste the formula for 
which is published on page 360 of our issue of June 13. 

The most effective substance for producing the desired froth 
which is to be substituted for soap is saponin, the active princi 
ple of soap bark, The soap may be omitted and a small pro- 
portion of saponin dissolved in water used for massing the 
powder instead of chloroform water. A more convenient way 
of getting the effect of the soap bark would be to use a tincture 
of the soap bark for massing the powder. We have seen no 
formulas along this line, and would suggest that our correspond- 
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ent make a few experiments to determine the results. An ex- 
cess of soap bark would be objectionable on account of its 
pungency. It might possibly be objected to by the government 
authorities on the ground that in large quantities it is toxic and 
in large quantities soap bark has toxic qualities. Practically we 
do not think there is any reason to fear toxic effects from such 
quantities as would be used in this way.

it has no sharply defined fusing point. At 80 degrees it begins 
to soften and at 95 degrees becomes a turbid liquid. It is easily 
soluble in cold aleohol and in chloroform. The German patent 
on the process is held by F. Hoffman-La Roche & Co., Basel.

Hyraceum.—-Hyraceum is a product of the Hyrax Capensis, 
which is found in the mountainous region of the Cape of Good 
Hope. The natives have employed it for a long time. It was 
known to Vosmaer in 1767, but has only been studied carefully 
in the last century. Hyraceum, which is also known under the 


name of Dasjespiss and Dassenpis, resembles castoreum in its 
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action and may replace the latter with advantage as it is very 
much cheaper, It comes in an irregular amorphous mass of 
brownish black color, rather hard, but flexible enough to be 
worked up by the hand. By the aid of a lens one may recognize 
small fragments of hair.

Here is a chamois advertisement that rather gets under the 
belt of the man with a buggy. It attacks the proposition from 
his end of the deal instead of from the druggist’s end. It does 
not say “We want to sell chamois skins” or “We have good 
chamois skins to sell.” It says, in effect, “you need a good 
chamois skin” It says “You want your buggy to look better,” 
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hence the need of a good chamois. Where can you get such a 
chamois? Why, at our store for so much money. 

Advertising, in order that it may produce the best results 
and get the interest of the reader, should talk of “YOU,” 
“YOU,” “YOU,” rather than of “I” or “We” all the time. The 
reader of the advertisement is more interested in his own wel- 
fare than he is in that of the druggist and any argument that 
is intended to appeal to him ought to appeal through his self- 
interest, that being the shortest route to his pocketbook.

He ought to be an easy 
winner in this as he can sell a good vanilla—and one with tonka 
in it sells best as a rule—for ten cents per full ounce while the 
grocer charges a “quarter” for a bottle of unknown size though 
it probably holds a short two ounces. Once get a housewife 
into the habit of coming to the drug store with her vanilla bot- 
tle and she will continue to come. When she finds a_ bulk 
vanilla that she likes, she will stick to it, particularly when she 
discovers that she is saving money by buying it.

Color Harmony in Window Dressing. 


The matter of harmony of colors in window dressing is very 
important, says Frank Farrington in the American Paint and 
Oil Dealer. The following is a list of colors which contrast 
and harmonize. It is a valuable guide in color harmony and 
should be preserved for future reference: 

White contrasts with black, harmonizes with gray; white 
contrasts with brown, harmonizes with buff; white contrasts 
with blue, harmonizes with sky blue; white contrasts with pur- 
ple, harmonizes with rose; white contrasts with green, har- 
monizes with pea green; cold greens contrast with crimson, har- 
monize with olive; cold greens contrast with purple, harmonize 
with citrine; cold greens contrast with white, harmonize with 
blues; cold greens contrast with pink, harmonize with brown; 
cold greens contrast with gold, harmonize with black; cold 
greens contrast with orange, harmonize with gray; warm 
greens contrast with crimson, harmonize with yellow; warm 
greens contrast with maroon, harmonize with orange; warm 
greens contrast with purple, harmonize with citrine; warm 
greens contrast with red, harmonize with sky blue; warm 
greens contrast with pink, harmonize with gray; warm greens 
contrast with white, harmonize with white; warm greens con- 
trast with black, harmonize with brown; warm greens contrast 
with lavender, harmonize with buff. 

Greens contrast with colors containing red and harmonize 
with colors containing yellow or blue. 

Orange contrasts with purple, harmonizes with yellow; 
orange contrasts with black, harmonizes with warm green; 
orange contrasts wth olive, harmonizes with warm brown; 
orange contrasts with crimson, harmonizes with white; orange 
contrasts with gray, harmonizes with buff. 

Orange requires blue, blaek, purple or dark colors for con- 
trast and warm colors for harmony. 
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Soda Fountain Talk. 


CATERING TO THE MASCULINE TASTE.

There are many opinions regarding what should be done to 
build up a soda water trade. Nearly every dispenser entertains 
his own views on the subject and has developed what might be 
called his own formulas. We, of course, have ours and are not 
in the least secretive concerning them. We have no objection 
to giving others the benefit of our experience and we are not 
only willing but eager that they shall put up the very best glass 
of soda which can be drawn, as long as a competitor is not next 
door to us. But if a man gets far enough away not to affect the 
crowds that pass our stands, it is better for us if he pays the 
closest attention to quality than if he furnishes a poor article, 
for by supplying as good a drink as can be given, he will make 
business for everybody because he gets the public into the habit 
of drinking soda water, whereas if he dispensed a poor drink he 
would have just the opposite effect and would drive people to 
take something else. We implicitly believe that the public will 
take some kind of drink, and we conceive it to be good busi- 
ness to get the people into the habit of preferring our drinks to 
any other. By this, of course, I mean not necessarily the bev- 
erages sold over our counter, but soda water and other soft 
drinks. 

We were perhaps the first establishment in the United States 
to make a business exclusively of soda water. There had been 
many other soda fountains in use before we installed ours, but 
they were usually conducted as a kind of side line, in connec- 
tion with the sale of other articles. Druggists would put in 
fountains on the theory that they would serve to attract cus- 
tomers for drugs and other articles. These fountains were not 
expected to pay of themselves, but they were deemed a good 
investment in that the increased profits made on medicines, pre- 
scriptions and novelties would pay for the labor of maintain- 
ing the fountains and leave a margin besides, The idea was 
taken up by department stores and other establishments, the 
main consideration being to please patrons and get them to visit 
the stores. We opened on the principle of making the fountain 
pay and operating it as a recognized business, without any coun- 
ter attractions. We proceeded to make a success of the soda 
water trade as a commercial enterprise, looking to the fountain 
solely for profits. It behooved us, therefore, to start out on 
somewhat new lines; to get away from the ideas current at the 
time. , 

The vital and inherent principle in our scheme was to treat 
water as a man’s drink. Before that time it had been 
lightly regarded by the male part of the population as something 
effeminate, as essentially a woman’s beverage. We figured that 
if we could induce the men to look upon soda water seriously 
and as meeting their own requirements as a thirst quencher, the 
problem which we had set ourselves would be solved. Conse- 
quently, we made a special effort to attract men and to address 
ourselves largely, though not exclusively, to men’s wants. We 
made a careful study of the kinds of beverages that men were 
apt to call for, and whenever our male customers showed a 
marked preference for some particular decoction, we took care 
to push it and bring it conspicuously to the notice of patrons. 
We also—and this is one of the most vital elements in the suc- 
cess of the soda water business—endeavored to make that drink 
as palatable and rich as we knew how. The cost of the ingre- 
dients was a secondary consideration. We sought naturally to 
make a profit, but rather by watching details carefully than by 
using inferior materials. Our milk was obtained from the very 
best dairy, our eggs for flips and other decoctions from the 
country, the farmers becoming our direct purveyors. Whenever 


soda 


a customer called for an egg drink, the egg was broken right 
before him, where he could see the process and judge of the 
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freshness of the egg. One day, just after we had taken on a new 
dispenser, I observed him mixing something under the counter. 
I did not wish to say anything before the customer, deeming this 
always bad policy, but after the patron had left I asked the 
young man what he was doing, and he informed me that he was 
mixing an egg drink. “Why did you do it behind the counter?” 
I asked. “I thought I might strike a bad egg, and did not 
want the customer to see it,” was the answer. “Now, don’t you 
ever do that again,” I told him. ‘We have no bad eggs here, 
and are entirely willing, if a customer will pay for them, to break 
every egg in the place to show that it is perfectly fresh and 
wholesome. We want the patron to know that our eggs, 
like Czsar’s wife, are above suspicion. Hereafter, always mix 
your drinks in plain sight of the customer, as it inspires con- 
fidence and impresses him with the feeling that we have nothing 
whatever to conceal.” 

As I have said, we proceeded on the plan of getting men to 
take us seriously and soda water as a drink eminently worthy of 
their attention, and we succeeded. I honestly believe we have 
done more for the cause of temperance than all the lectures that 
were ever delivered. We have drawn men away from saloons 
by giving them something that will satisfy them and will cause 
them to forget liquor, Drinking is largely a matter of associa- 
tion and by turning the association into a new channel, we are 
making converts by the thousand for temperance. Men find that 
they do not need an alcoholic beverage and that soda water is 
not only exceedingly palatable in its varying combinations, but 
wholesome and satisfying as well. The views of the public 
have undergone a great change. Business men especially no 
longer feel that they can afford to go and take two or three 
or more drinks in the course of the day at saloons. In the first 
place public opinion is less tolerant than it used to be regarding 
saloon patronage, and secondly, the demands of modern com- 
mercial methods are so exacting that a business man soon finds 
that a few drinks take the keen edge off of his judgment and 
make him less alert. He realizes that it requires all of his 
powers of concentration and mental effort to hold his own with 
his competitor, and he comes perforce to practice temperance or 
total abstention. He may not make formal resolves, but the 
practical effect of his ratiocination is the same. 

And the importance of getting the men as customers does not 
stop here. If you once get the men, the women will follow as 
a matter of course. We have a great many more men coming 
into our place than women, to be sure, but then the number of 
men who pass here are in a vast majority. The proportion of 
woman custom is quite in accordance with the percentage of 
women who frequent the locality. Furthermore, the men’s trade 
is so much more satisfactory and profitable than that of women. 
A man usually makes up his mind as to what he wants before 
he enters and there is no long wait and no hemming and hawing 
about what he will take. He promptly calls for his drink, and 
the dispenser loses no time in serving it. Once served, the bev- 
erage is drunk with reasonable expedition and the drinker leaves. 
A woman will walk in, look around in an undecided way, study 
the price cards and other aids, and finally, after the dispenser 
has wasted enough time to draw a dozen drinks, she will re- 
mark perhaps that she wants a chocolate ice cream soda. Be- 
fore the dispenser has an opportunity to serve the drink, she will 
change it to a vanilla, and often, before this is drawn, she will 
order something else. She will sip the beverage very leisurely, con- 
sume enough wafers to wipe out all the profit on the transaction 
and keep half a dozen other people waiting—and all that for a 
five cent drink, for a woman, however extravagant she may be 
in other things, considers that she cannot afford to pay 15 or 
even 10 cents for a soda when she has to pay for it out of her 
own pocket. It is different with a man. He is the money maker, 
and his ideas of the value of a dime are not so large. He does 
not mind paying as much for a drink in our place as he would 
in a saloon, and he is quick to make up his mind concerning 
what he wants and rarely changes the order after it is given. 
It takes no more time to serve three or four men, or even more, 


than it does to wait upon one woman, and the man is far less 
difficult to please. Of course, we want the trade of the woman 
too, but we learned early in our career that to place soda water 
upon a paying basis, we would have to get men for customers, 
and this view has been amply vindicated in practice. 

There is some difference in the preferences of the sexes. 
Women will show a predilection for chocolate, though this is 
also a great favorite with men. The fair sex, furthermore, will 
call for vanilla and strawberry and other fruit flavors, usually 
with a lot of syrup, and ice cream. Men incline more to tonics 
and phosphates, and their wants are as a rule simpler. Every- 
thing, however, must be of the best. We have found that it 
pays not to economize in quality, and to get profits by close 
attention to details, and watching little things that often escape 
the attention of the ordinary dispenser with whom the fountain 
is merely an adjunct to business. Being confined to the soda 
water business, and therefore bound to make a profit out of it, 
we have endeavored to reduce everything to a science. We 
make a careful study of our patrons and we study not less 
assiduously the fountain and its requisites. Our dispensers must 
be neat in appearance and alert. There must be nothing about 
the fountain or the place to affect unpleasantly the sensibilities 
of the most fastidious, and for the rest, a fair modicum of 
common sense will enable every one to manage a fountain with 
a margin on the right side of the account book. 


SOME POPULAR NEW YORK BEVERAGES AND 
FROZEN SWEETS. 

Several popular fountains in pharmacies in the shopping and 
theatrical districts of New York City have found the following 
new fancy beverages and banana sundaes in high favor with thei 
customers. 

Firra AVENUE FraAppf£. 

Draw into a mixing glass three-quarter of an ounce each of 
strawberry and pineapple syrups. Then add a dash of angostura 
bitters, an ounce of sweet cream and some fine ice. Shake well 
and use the fine soda stream to fill mixing glass. Then strain 
into a twelve-ounce soda glass and fill with ice cream. 


Dixte LEMONADE. 

Draw three-quarters of an ounce each of orange and lemon 
syrups into a twelve-ounce soda glass, Add the juice of a half 
lemon and a dash of phosphate. Fill one-third with fine ice 
and the remainder with water. Then shake and decorate with 
a slice of orange. 

CHANTECLER. 

Split a banana, after removing the peel. Place the split 
fruit on an oblong dish and drop on it a small scoop of straw- 
berry ice cream and another of lemon water ice. Pour a little 
maple syrup into the dish ard place a portion of chipped pecans 
or other nut meats at one end and a maraschino cherry between 
the water ice and the ice cream. This delicious frozen sweet 
may be varied by placing upon the split banana two small por- 
tions of vanilla ice cream, by pouring over this some cherry 
syrup and by placing a maraschino cherry on each mound of 
cream and a spoonful of chopped nut meats between them. 

A Bunch of New Banana Sundaes. 
SouTHLAND SUNDAE. 

Place a split banana on a plate and put two small portions 
of vanilla ice cream thereon. Then pour over them a ladleful 
of crushed pineapple and sprinkle with grated cocoanut. Then 
top each mound with a maraschino cherry. 

SyrtAn SUNDAE. 

Upon a split banana place a portion of strawberry ice cream 
and around the edges lay slices of oranges which have been 
peeled, sliced and cut in halves. Atop all this place thin slices 
of citron and then sprinkle with grated cocoanut 

Smyrna BANANA SUNDAE. 

At each end of a split banana place a small portion of ice 
cream. Then make a cone of whipped cream in the center with 
a decorating bag and top all with a maraschino cherry. Cover 
one portion of ice cream with oriental dressing and the other 
with chopped nut meats. 

Eureka SuNDAE. 

Over a split banana pour a ladleful of crushed cherries and 
place thereon two small moulds of vanilla ice cream. Then 
top each mound with a maraschino cherry.

President’s Address. 
By Tuomas Sroppart, 
Buffalo, 

Heretofore it has been the custom of the president of the 
association in his annual address to incorporate such recom- 
mendations as might be deemed of interest and importance to 
the members. Mr. Stoddart announced that on this occasion 
he proposed to deviate from the beaten paths of the past and per- 
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mit the chairmen of the various committees of the association 
to make recommendations pertaining to the particular subjects 

which they were especially interested. After a few opening 
remarks of this character, Mr. Stoddart said: 


This has, mdeed, been a year of trial and tribulation, The 
association, in its wisdom, demanded that a change be made in 
the organization and in the methods of conducting the work of 
the Board of Pharmacy of the State of New York and in order 
to bring about this desirable change, it became necessary to pre- 
pare a bill that would meet with the hearty approval of the 
many and varied interests affected. Such a bill was prepared 
by Senator W. El. till, of Erie County, and after it had been 
drafted and printed, a conference was called to meet at the 
Belmont Hotel, in New York, early in the fall of 1900, when the 
entire bill was deliberated upon with the utmost care and criti- 
cised on every conceivable point. Finally, after full discussion, 
it was referred back for reconsideration and was redrafted, and 
after a number of additional meetings and conferences the pro- 
visions of the measure were at last considered satisfactory and 
it was introduced early in the 1900-1910 session in both branches 
of the New York State Legislature. This bill, as you are al 
ready aware, has become a law of our state. 


WORK OF THE ASSOCIATION, 


The New York State Pharmaceutical Association has taken a 
forward step in the advancement of pharmacy and I am firmly 
convinced that there is today no association in any of the states 
of the Union that has done so much to advance the standard ot 
pharmacy as our association. Neither is there any association 
that has worked so assiduously and successfully for the advan 
tage not only of its own members but for the profession gen 
erally. Our association has never been actuated by selfish 
motives, but has always had at heart the genuine interests of the 
profession at large. The officers are constantly alert in the en 
deavor to advance the standing of every one in the profession, 
whether members of the association or not. 

RUSINESS INTERESTS. 

In these times commercialism is generally regarded as the 
most important consideration. This is, perhaps, not a matter for 
wonderment, as moneymaking and the constant accumulation of 
money seems to be foremost in the minds of every busines 
man. It has been said that “money is the root of all evil.” Of 
all the roots we handle, this is certainly one of which we should 
like to carry as large a stock as possible. But let us not be 
misled by false prophets who claim to foretell dire calamitic 
unless changes in accordance with their ofttimes selfish views 
he made. Much has been said through the pharmaceutical ; 
well as the general press regarding the formation of supposedly 
powerful corporations which undoubtedly would precipitate un 
told hardships upon the smaller individual pharmacists engaged 
in their chosen profession. In my judgment this condition need 
in no way alarm the smaller pharmacists, as there is not at pres 
ent, and never was, either any corporation, or any individual, 
strong or powerful enough ever to fully control the output in any 
given ‘ine of business or trade. It behooves every member ot 
this association and every pharmacist wherever located to do his 
own level best at all times and under all circumstances, for the 
advancement of his own interests and those of his customers 
Let every pharmacist be active, alert, progressive and keen in 
the pursuit of business success, along honorable and legitimate 
lines, and he will not have labored inv: ain. His cash ¥* awer 
results will be in due proportion to his honest efforts afte: 
proper, high class business expansion. It behooves each phar 
inacist for himself to apply his own business tact for the further 
ment of his success and good judgement. No one can do this for 
you as well as you can do it for yourself. You are, yourself, the 
very best judge of conditions in our own community and thes« 
must be considered in your search after better business condi 
tions. All that is required is faithful and steady application 
to the problems that confront you. By following such a course 
no one in any line of human endeavor ever went astray 


Pratse for the Board of Pharmacy. 


In passing, | desire to say a word of commendation for the 
New York State Board of Pharmacy, which has so ably, effi 
ciently and impartially performed its duties and raised high the 
standard of pharmacy in our state for many years past. The 
gentlemen who have occupied positions as members of this board 
deservedly have the heartiest thanks of every pharmacist en 
gaged in business for their untiring efforts in their behalf. 1 
very much doubt whether there is any organization or any board 
constituted under the laws of this state which can show a more 
efficient stewardship than the New York State Board of Phar 
macy during its long term of office. It is my sincere hope that 
the new board, under new conditions, may be equally as pro 
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gressive and watchful of our united interests and permit us to 
carry the profession of pharmacy along in the same progressive 
spirit. 

The Late O. C. Kleine. 


It is with more than ordinary regret that it becomes my sad 
duty to announce to you that since our last meeting, the chair- 
mar. of our Executive Committee, Oscar C. Kleine, of Brooklyn, 
has passed from among us. He was ever ready to give his 
valuable services in the endeavor to raise the standard of our 
profession, and was deservedly beloved by all with whom he 
came in contact. Your president took it upon himself, to recog- 
nize, at his funeral, Mr. Kleine’s valued services to the associa- 
tion, by appointing a special committee to attend his obsequies 
and authorized suitable recognition thereof by official action. A 
committee has also been appointed to draft a suitable memorial 
to be incorporated in our official Proceedings. 

We also lost during the year, our honorable and esteemed 
member, William Blaikie, of Utica, who was the first treasurer 
of our organization. Your president also appointed a committee 
with power to carry out, in the name of the association, such 
recognition as in their judgment might be deemed proper, as 
well as a committee to draft a suitable memorial to be incor- 
porated in the minutes of this convention, of which action, I am 
sure, the association will approve. 


The Future of the Association. 


Some radical changes should be made, and made promptly, 
in order to enhance the usefulness of the association and to en- 
courage the many pharmacists throughout the state to become 
interested in and affiliated with it. Under new legislative condi- 
tions much of the expense of the past, by way of seeking amend- 
ed acts, wili be eliminated, thus leaving sufficient funds for the 
advancement of the interests of the association. Its funds here- 
tofore employed for the aforesaid purpose can now well be ex- 
pended for the good and welfare, and in furtherance of the pur- 
poses and aims of the association. Business and professional 
plans should from time to time be considered and everything 
done which will, from a material standpoint, cause the better- 
ment of the pharmacist’s condition. There should be more active 
cooperation in separate localities. There should be local and 
county organization as parts of the State Association holding 
meetings monthly, or perhaps quarterly, and at these meetings 
local conditions might be freely discussed with great profit to all 
in attendance. This is a matter of such importance that it might 
be well even to employ an agent or representative of the asso- 
ciation to organize such local chapters of our association in sep- 
arate localities where it would be neither hardship nor expense 
to often hold and attend meetings. In many other worthy ef- 
forts, as well, might we expend our funds to the great and last- 
ing good of our membership, as well as in aiding and promoting 
the interests of all who are engaged in the calling of pharmacy. 
There ought to be a goodly amount of money appropriated for 
U. S. P. and N. F. propaganda work. This work should be 
systematically conducted and be in the hands of an active com- 
mittee. 

To Keep the Members Posted. 


Permit me to recommend that whenever an important ques- 
tion affecting the interest of pharmacists arises, the secretary 
should be empowered to notify every pharmacist in the state 
thereof, whether or not he be a member of our association. Even 
if such notices should be sent out many times a year it would 
pay the association to do so, not only by way of advertising the 
association to non-members, but by drawing all closer together 
and accentuating the great benefit to be derived from member- 
ship in our body. Such notices would undoubtedly have a ten- 
dency to draw all pharmacists in the state into closer commun- 
ion and to cause them to feel that membership in our association 
is really a valuable asset to them. 


Praise for the Press. 


To the pharmaceutical press we also feel deeply indebted and 
duly grateful. Their convincing editorials certainly aided us 
very materially in bringing about the desired legislation which 
this year has brought forth; they are constantly giving us new 
ideas and new methods for the conduct of our business, for all 
of which we are keenly appreciative. We recognize in the press 
our most powerful ally and trust that we may, as an organization, 
always have their hearty support and commendation; we shall 
certainly ever endeavor to prove worthy of it. On behalf of the 
association, as well.as personally, I take extreme pleasure in 
expressing my sincere thanks to Mr. Keenan, of the AmErICAN 
Drucctst, for his very able assistance and his generous efforts 
in many matters of great importance to the association. Like- 
wise are our thanks due and hereby tendered to the Pharma- 
ceutical Fra, to the Druggists’ Circular and to the other phar- 
maceutical journals for the uniform courtesy and assistance which 
they have all given us. 





The Legislative Committee. 


It gives me sincere pleasure, as president of the association, 
as well as personally, to gratefully acknowledge my indebted- 
ness to each and every member of the Legislative Committec. 
The association should feel deeply indebted to them for the many 
and repeated sacrifices which they made during the past year in 
the association’s behalf. They certainly accomplished most ex- 
cellent work in giving their voice and influence in favor of the 
passage of the new pharmacy law, which is bound to better con- 
ditions for every pharmacist in the state. 


Legislators Thanked. 


As an association we are indebted to the untiring efforts of 
the Hon. George H. Whitney, who introduced the pharmacy bill 
in the assembly. Without his influence, his untiring energy and 
his wise judgment the bill never could have been passed. Mr. 
Whitney was ably supported by our most congenial and loyal 
friend and supporter, the Hon. Charles F. Brown. We are also 
indebted to Senator Henry W. Hill, who introduced the Whit- 
ney bill in the senate and was most active in the upper branch 
of the legislature in urging its passage there. 


The address, which was received with many demonstrations 
of approval, closed with a recommendation for the appointment 
of a committee to draft appropriate resolutions of thanks for 
Assemblymen Whitney and Brown and Senator Hill. It was 
then referred to a committee tor consideration. 

Secretary’s Report. 
By Epwarp S. Dawson, 
Syracuse. 

Mr. Dawson prefaced his report with a statement of the 
falling off in attendance at meetings as indicated by the registry 
at Richfield Springs last year, when only 140 were present as 
compared with 214 at the preceding meeting at Catskill and 183 
at Thousand Island Park in 1908. Various and contradictory 
reasons were assigned for the apathy of members. Some at- 
tributed it to the time taken up in the reading of prosy papers. 
Another reason advanced was “too much levity, and too little 
time devoted to reading papers.” It was also represented that 
the custom of holding meetings in large cities was a cause of 
the falling off in the attendance of members, though the Penn- 
sylvania Pharmaceutical Association has reached the conclusion 
that the poor attendance at their meetings was due to their 
selection of summer resorts, and “on to Philadelphia” in 1911 
was now the slogan of that organization. Mr. Dawson ex- 
pressed the opinion that more of an effort should be made to 
attract young pharmacists to the ranks of membership. He also 
recommended the appointment of a committee on introductions 
or reception, whose duty it should be to welcome new members, 
introduce them to other members and generally make them feel 
at home. 

He noted the death of seventeen members, eight resignations 
and the dropping from the rolls of twelve members, leaving the 
present total membership 1,286. The expenses of the secretary’s 
office during the year amounted to $980.03. 

The report was referred to the committee on president’s ad- 
dress.

The report of Treasurer Frank Richardson gave the receipts 
and disbursements of the office as follows:

The report was referred for audit to the executive committee. 
After some discussion regarding the procedure to be followed 
in nominating candidates for appointment by the regents as ex- 
aminers of the board of pharmacy, it was decided to appoint a 
committee to report to the convention at the next sitting. As 
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members of this committee the chair appointed Dr. Willis G. 
Gregory, chairman; Charles B. Sears, William Muench, Thomas 
P. Cook and George Hahn. 

On motion of George T. Riefflin it was resolved to ask for 
the appointment of a committee of traveling men from the Com- 
mercial Travelers’ Auxiliary to co-operate with the treasurer in 
collecting back dues, after which the sitting was adjourned. 


SECOND SITTING. 


Before the regular order of business was taken up at the 
afternoon sitting on Tuesday, Dr. William Muir presented the 
report of the committee which had been appointed to draw up a 
memorial notice of the late Oscar C. Kleine, of Brooklyn, who 
was chairman of the Executive Committee of the association at 
the time of his death. The memorial tribute bore splendid tes- 
timony to the esteem in which the deceased was held by his 
associates, and his career was held up as a model for young 
men to follow. The report was received and ordered spread 
upon the minutes. 

After the minutes of the preceding sitting had been read the 
seven applicants for membership presented at the previous sitting 
were balloted for and duly elected. Three additional applica- 
tions were posted for action at a subsequent sitting. A com- 
mittee on credentials was then appointed consisting of Joseph 
Weinstein, William Muench and A. B. Huested. Reports of 
committees were called for. Dr. Gregory, chairman of the 
Committee on Pharmacy and Queries was absent, and Dr. Muir, 
chairman of the Committee on Legislation, said the presenta- 
tion of his report would be deferred till Wednesday morning 
at the request of President Stoddart. 

Dr. Muir read a lengthy report on U. S. P. and N. F. propa- 
ganda, which had been prepared by the chairman, W. C. Ander- 
son. It was discussed by Otto Raubenheimer and William 
Muench. It was moved to receive the report, print it in the 
Proceedings and thank the committee. 

The report of the Committee on State Service Apothecaries 
was submitted by Warren L. Bradt, chairman. 

On motion of Dr. Huested the report was accepted and the 
resolutions contained in it adopted. 

Other special reports were called for and the chair suggested 
that on the Procter Memorial Fund might be presented. Dr. Muir, 
chairman of this committee, wanted to defer making any report 
until next day, when there would be a larger attendance. How- 
ever, he proceeded to make a verbal report in which he scored 
the druggists of the country for the apathy they exhibited to- 
ward so worthy an object. He made a stirring appeal for funds 
and so worked up the meeting that from the comparatively 
small attendance $66 was collected. The sitting was then ad- 
journed.

The committee recommended that a special committee be ap- 
pointed to take up the matter with the salary classification com- 
mittee personally in the hope that some relief can be secured for 
the underpaid pharmacists employed in state associations. 


THIRD SITTING. 

Special interest was taken in the proceedings of the third sit- 
ting on Wednesday morning, when an election was held for the 
nomination of candidates for appointment as examiners of phar- 
macy by the Board of Regents. This was the special order of 
business for 12 o'clock noon, but it was nearly 1 o'clock before 
nominations were made, the time from 10.45 o’clock being taken 
up with the reading of papers, reports of delegates to other asso- 
ciations, and the reception of delegates. After the votes were 
cast for examiners it took the tellers two hours to reach a de- 
cision, there being thirty-seven names placed in nomination, from 
which the twenty-five candidates receiving the highest number of 
votes were to be chosen for presentation to the Board of Regents. 
Candidates Named for Appointment to the Board of Pharmacy.

It is only fair to state that among the unsuccessful candi- 
dates were several who pubiicly declined to run, and entreated 
the members not to vote for them. 

The sitting opened with the reception of delegates, Edward 
Schott, of the Traveling Men’s Auxiliary of the clerks’ organiza- 
tion, the National Pharmaceutical Society, introducing Bradley 
Kirschberg, the spokesman of the society, who was welcomed by 
President Stoddart. The privileges of the floor were extended 
to the delegates. Mr. Kirschberg’s theme was shorter hours for 
drug clerks. He spoke with the skill of a practised elocutionist 
and drove his points home with forceful gesture and _ telling 
emphasis. He asked the privilege of addressing the association 
at greater length on the subject at a later sitting, which was 
granted. Ten candidates for membership proposed at yester- 
day afternoon’s sitting were elected, after Which Dr. A. B. Hue- 
sted read a memorial notice of the late William Blaikie, of 
Utica, a life member of the association and its first treasurer, 
who he said was a man who maintained principles of the strict- 
est honesty and integrity and was esteemed and loved by all 
with whom he came into contact. The memorial was adopted 
by a rising vote. The secretary read a number of communica- 
tions, among them being a telegram of greeting and good wishes 
from the Massachusetts Pharmaceutical Association then in an- 
nual session, and another from Dr. and Mrs. W. C. Anderson 
dated Los Angeles, Cal. 

The reports of delegates to other associations included one 
from Edward A. Sayre, of the New Jersey Pharmaceutical As- 
sociation. ; 

R. W. De Puy, secretary-treasurer of the Commercial Trav- 
elers’ Auxiliary, was introduced and presented sixty-one applica- 
tions for membership, twenty-eight accompanied with dues and 
certificate fees of $4 and thirty-three with dues of $2. 

Joseph Weinstein was asked for a report of the meeting of 
the American Pharmaceutical Association, but stated that he had 
been unable to attend. He had delegated Dr. Anderson to attend, 
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and as the last named was in California, he called upon Otto 
Raubenheimer, who gave a succinct and comprehensive account 
of the transactions 

As a committee to draft resolutions of thanks to Senator 
Hill and Assemblymen Whitney and Brown, President Stoddart 
named F, P. ‘Tuthill, Ulrich Wiesendanger and John E. Grady. 

Dr. Joseph Kahn made a report of the meeting of the United 
States Pharmacopceial Convention at Washington. The report 
impressed the members very favorably and was received with 
many demonstrations of approval. Incidentally to the report the 
chairman of the delegation to the convention criticised the ar- 
rangements, or what he termed lack of arrangements, for the 
work which delegates were to undertake. There was no pro 
gramme and the procedure seemed haphazard. Dr. Kahn re 
ceived the unusual compliment of a rising vote of thanks for the 
excellent character of his report. 

A recommendation in Dr. Kahn's report that the association 
appoint a standing Committee on Pharmacopeeial Revision was 
received with much favor, De Baun Van Aiken, of Amsterdam, 
and Prof. George C. Diekman speaking in support of it. A com- 
mittee was appointed later to draft a change in the by-laws to 
provide for the proposed new committee. 

The Committee on Credentials reported through Mr. Muench. 

Sidney H. Carragan, who was called upon to respond as the 
delegate to the National Wholesale Druggists’ Association, was 
absent, but a letter from him was read, Thomas P, Cook, who 
was asked to take Mr. Carragan’s place, responded humorously 
by saying that it would be difficult for any one present to take 
the place of Mr. Carragan or to represent the association so well 
as him. However, he assured the members that the N. W. D. A. 
was always desirous of working in harmony with the N. Y. 
Ss. P. A 

The N. Y. S. P. A. and the N. A. R. D. 

lyr Muir submitted the report of the delegates to the Louis 
ville meeting of the National Association of Retail Druggists. 
As what took place at that meeting is now a matter of ancient 
history, it only remains to give the conclusions of the delegates, 
which were phrased as follows: 

In concluding this report your delegates have no recommen 
dations to make. The question of whether the New York Stat 
Association shall maintain its affiliation with the National As 
sociation of Retail Druggists is one which can only be answere:! 
hy the wishes of the majority. We are not prepared to say 
how much the pharmacists of this state have gained during thi 
past year by such relationship and it is for this reason that we 
think the members of this association should not decide the 
question too hastily, nor until they have had an opportunity to 
discuss it in all of its bearings. We do believe, however, and would 
reiterate the opinion expressed by your delegates to the N. A. R 
PD. last year, that the various local associations within the state 
have ably demonstrated their ability to spread the U. S. P. and 
N. F. propaganda within our midst more satisfactorily than it 
could be spread by any outside organization 

lr. Muir counseled caution in the matter of deciding whether 
or not to reafhliate with the N. A. R. D. 

[he report was received and referred for discussion to a 
later sitting 

lhe special order of business was then called for and the elec- 
tion of candidates for membership in the New York State Board 
of Pharmacy was taken up, with the result reported. The elec- 
tion consumed much time, a recess of two hours having been 
taken to permit of the printing of ballots. After reconvening at 
3 o'clock, and while the result of the election was being awaited, 
the report of the committee on legislation was read. 

Legislation of the Year. 

lhe annual report of the committee on legislation was sub 
mitted by Warren L. Bradt, chairman. Six bills affecting phar- 
macy had been introduced during the past session of the legis- 
lature, viz.: The state association bill, the Conklin bill, the co- 
caine bill, the Joseph bill, the Conklin-Burlinghame bill, and the 
Wende bill. The provisions of the several bills were briefly de- 
scribed, as they have been more or less fully given in previous 
issues of the AMERICAN Drucctst. 
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With regard to the new pharmacy bill signed by Governor 
Hughes, the many difficulties that confronted those who favored 
its passage were set forth, the AMERICAN Drucaist being quoted 
in an effort to explain why there should be any opposition at all. 
The report said: 

“Their persistency in an apparently hopeless cause finally led 
to the inquiry ‘as to why’ and the answer, it would seem, is most 
plainly given in an article published in the American Drvuccist, 
issue of May —, 1910, of which the following is an abstract: 

There never was any real question of the merits of the 
measure. It was only the opposition to continuing certain mem- 
bers of the Board of Pharmacy that kept alive the semblance of 
agitation against it. The bill is admitted to be a model meas- 
ure, one that will raise pharmacy to a higher plane than it has 
ever occupied in New York state, placing it among the other 
professions, subject to the jurisdiction of the State Education 
Department, which has been in full sympathy with the measure 
and has aided the Committee on Legislation of the New York 
State Pharmaceutical Association in shaping some of its most 
important features.’ ” 

In closing, the report, which bore the signatures of the full 
committee—Thomas Stoddart, chairman; Warren L. Bradt, Wil- 
liam Muir, Charles L. McBride, Peter Diamond, Felix Hirseman 
and Fred S. Rogers-—said: 

“Your committee Lelieves it has done its duty to the state 
association and the pharmacists of the state, and that the new 
pharmacy law, which becomes operative August 1, 1910, will do 
much to elevate the practice of pharmacy in this state and other 
states, and it will undoubtedly be used by other states as a model 
upon which to amend their laws.” 

On motion of Otto Raubenheimer the report was received, 
ordered printed, and the thanks of the association tendered to 
the committee. 

The Committee on Pharmacy and Queries presented several 
papers. Otto Raubenheimer read a paper on Oil of Sesame. 
Dr. Hl. L. Taylor, of the State Education Department, made a 
plea for the establishment of scholarships by the state associa 
ion, 

President Stoddart presented Dr. Taylor with a framed en 
grossed certificate bearing the signature of Governor Hughes 
gnd to which was attached the pen with which the governor 
had signed the Whitney bill. 

The Committee on Pharmacy and Papers, through W. G. 
Gregory, submitted a paper on the national food and drugs act. 

Thomas J. Keenan spoke of the beneficent effect of the food 
and drugs law as it applied to retailers, and a communication 
from Dr, Lyman F. Kebler was read, in which he spoke in praise 
of the progress of the New York State Pharmaceutical Asso 
ciation, 


FOURTH SITTING, 


At the fourth sitting on Thursday morning Bradley Kirsch 
herg, the spokesman for the National Pharmaceutical Society, 
asked that the association secure an amendment to reduce th: 
working hours to 134, which was agreed to. 

Charles A, Drefs, of Buffalo, read a paper contributed to th: 
Committee on Commercial Interests. This was followed by 
several other papers, and then Dr. Joseph Kahn read the report 
of the Committee on Adulterations. 


Committee on Adulterations. 


Dr. Joseph Kahn, of Brooklyn, presented a report on adultet 
ations pointing out the difficulties under which the pharmacists 
play in determining the purity of the drugs handled by them and 
the need for higher pharmaceutical education. He gave the re 
sults of the examination of a number of drugs and summarized 
his conclusions in the following words: 

Turning to the pharmaceutical practices of a decade ago, and 
comparing them with those of the present day, we are amply 


justified in stating that pharmacy has made wonderful progress 
during the past ten years. This is indicated, in large measure, 
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by the greater accuracy shown in the selection of drugs and in 
the manufacture of preparations, as well as the marked dis- 
position to elevate pharmacy to a higher educational status. 

With the enactment of the federal pure food and drugs law 
and the recent state law, the last named placing pharmacy under 
the control of the State Education Department—the Board of 
Regents—where it properly belongs, it is clearly evident that 
pharmacy is on the way to advance and rise to a higher plane 
than it ever occupied before. 

At the close of Dr. Kahn’s demonstration the members of the 
Commercial Travelers’ Auxiliary walked into the hall in a body 
and were warmly welcomed by President Stoddart.

Perhaps the most distinctive exhibit was that made 
by the Welch Grape Juice Company, of Westfield, N. Y., who 
furnished grape juice punch, and small bottles of the juice 
equipped with straws, by which the thirsty crowd might imbibe 
the cooling beverage. The display was in charge of Mr. Moore. 

The Borden’s Condensed Milk Company, of New York, made 
a most artistic display and distributed numerous samples of Bor- 
den’s malted milk in tablet and powder form, besides Milk Choc- 
olate Kubes and chocolate tablets. Thomas G. Coyne was in 
charge. 

Edward Schott, the representative of the malt extract de- 
partment of the Ebling Brewing Company, 156th street and 
Eagle avenue, Bronx, N. Y., was greatly in evidence during the 
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meeting through his connection with the National Pharmaceuti- 
cal Society. He exhibited Ebling’s Malt Extract and distributed 
samples generov'sly to visitors. 

A display that attracted much attention was that of Horlick’s 
Malted Milk, which faced the visitor as he entered the reading 
room of the hotel. It was in charge of J. L. Wohlgemuth, under 
the direction of G. B. Neely, of Richfield Springs, Horlick’s New 
York State representative, who is widely known as the former 
president of the C. T. A. of the New York State Pharmaceutical 
Association, 

An especially attractive and much favored display was that 
of the Coca-Cola Company, who made a plentiful distribution of 
fans, together with special favors for the ladies and gentlemen 
in attendance. 

The ‘Yorsion Balance Company, of 92 Reade street, New 
York, represented by C. P. Pray, made an interesting exhibition 
of laboratory, drug, cream test, grocers’ moisture test and con- 
fectioners’ scales. 

Buttermilk was supplied plenteously by Parke, Davis & Co., 
who made a demonstration of the activity of their Lactone or 
buttermilk tablets under the direction of their state representa- 
tive, Joseph Litster. 

Miles’ Medical Remedies were called prominently to the at- 
tention of members and delegates by the distribution of little 
bannerettes intended for the same use as badges by attaching to 
the coat lapel. They bore on one side the legend “Who's your 
friend?” and on turning the banner the one of inquiring mind 
was informed that it was “Dr. Miles He Protects the Price,” 
altogether a clever advertising device, which was circulated 
ireely under the direction of W. M. Skivington and G. S. Whitte- 
car, the representatives of Dr, Miles.

quired to present evidence of graduation from some recognized 
school of pharmacy. The committee introduced an entirely new 
pharmacy law and some of the more conservative members of 
the association came to Cape May with the firm intention of 
“finding out all about it.” The report of the committee on 
legislation, which was presented on Thursday morning, June 16, 
by H. A. Jorden, of Bridgeton, secretary of the board, was vig 
orously criticised by Charles Holzhauer, of Newark. Mr. Holz 
hauer said that a bill had been introduced increasing the regis 
tration fee from ten dollars to twenty dollars for registered 
pharmacists, and from five dollars to ten dollars for assistants 
No authority had been granted the committee to propose such 
a change as this in the name of the association, Of course anv 
individual pharmacist had a perfect right to present any legis 
lation which he thought desirable, but a committee appointed 
by the association to do one specific thing had far exceeded its 
powers when it undertook to bring in a wholly new law cover 
ing not only that particular item, but one item in special, that 
of a registration fee which had not been even discussed at the 
meeting of the association He also criticised the report for 
failure to contain any reference to this proposed change in the 
registration tec 

This criticism excited much interest throughout the assem 
blage and was supported by several speakers. On behalf of the 
legislative committee, however, Mr. Jorden explained that when 
the committee laid before the attorney general of the state its 
proposal to change ‘the existing pharmacy act so as to require 
graduation as a prerequisite to examination by the board of 
pharmacy, that official urged upon the committee the desirability 
of drafting a wholly new law. The reason for doing this was 
that so many changes would be required in the old act that it 
would be quite difficult to introduce the desired change without 
making the law very obscure and involved, The members of the 
board thought that the number of applicants who would appear 
for examination under the college graduation requirements would 
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he so small that an increase in the fee would be required in 
order to raise sufficient funds to carry on the work of the board. 
lor this reason in the first draft of the proposed law submitted 
to the legislature the registration fee was increased from ten 
dollars to twenty. This feature of the change on being made 
public was found to be quite unpopular and the registration fee 
was put back to its original fee of ten dollars. In view of the 
fact that the measure had been changed by the members of the 
committee no mention had been made in the report of the pro 
posed change in the amount of fee. 

Stephen Db. Woolley, of Ocean Grove, a member of the legis 
lative committee, and ‘Tl. S. Armstrong, of Plainfield, of the 
executive committee, defended the action of the committee as 
having been exactly along the lines of the instruction as the 
members understood them. Mr, Armstrong said that if the com 
mittee had erred it was through a misunderstanding of the in 
tructions, but that as a matter of fact he did not think that 
any error had been made. The instructions were to introduce 
an amendment to the law providing for a prerequisite require 
ment. Competent authority advised the committee that this 
could only be done effectively by drafting a new act. This new 
act did not vary in any material particular from the — pri 
vious act save so far as the prerequisite requirement was con 
cerned, He therefore felt that the committee had attempted to 
carry out the instructions of the association, The proposal to 
change the registration fee had not been pressed and the com 
mittee had changed the proposed act so as to put the registration 
jee at the figure at which it formerly stood 

\s a result of the discussion a committee was appointed 
with instructions to draft a wholly new pharmacy law. provid 
ing for graduation as a preliminary to examination and to sub 
mit this law to each member by mail one month prior to the 
date of the next meeting with a view to having the act dis 
cussed in full at the meeting of 1ort.

Five Charter Members Present. 

The District Medical Society of Essex county, New Jersey, 
held a meeting December i5, 1860, and appointed a committce 
to call the attention of the druggists to some pending legislation 
At the meeting held pursuant to the call of this committee Jan 
uary 28, 1870, it was decided to extend a call to all the druggists 
of the state to meet on February 17, 1870, This was done and 
some forty-four druggists were present. A permanent organiza 
tion was effected with Charles H. Dalrymple, of Morristown, as 
president. Of those who were actually present at that meeting 
two were present at the fortieth anniversary meeting at Cape 
May, June 15, 16 and 17, 1910, George H, White, of Jersey City, 
who was the first recording secretary, and William M. Littell, 
of Lake Hopatcong. Of the orginal enrollment of members, 
there are still on the list fifteen, five of whom were present at 
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the recent meeting in addition to the two mentioned, George W. 
Parisen, Perth Amboy; Joseph Priest, Princeton, and Edward 
A. Sayre, Newark. 

The meeting was called to order in the lobby of the Hotel 
Cape May on Tuesday morning, June 14, by the president, 
George M. Andrews, of Woodstown, After an invocation by 
the Rev. James McLeod, the mayor, of Cape May, lrederick 
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The Ladies’ Auxiliary of the New Jersey Phargiaceutical Association, 


Melvin, welcomed the visitors. The vice-president, T. S. Arm 
strong, taking the chair, President Andrews presented his ad- 
dress, which was referred to a committee with Mr. Armstrong 
as chairman, : 

Delegates from various sister organizations were received, C. 
Mahlon Kline, of Philadelphia, and Charles S. Littell, of New 
York, speaking on behalf of the National Wholesale Druggists’

The report of Henry A, Jorden, of Bridgeton, secretary of 
the board of pharmacy, was presented and adopted. The report 
showed that out of 569 applicants examined only 169 were regis 
tered. There are now on the roll 2,477 registered pharmacists 
and 131 registered assistants, During the interval since the last 
meeting Bloomfield Hulick, of Asbury Park, had been appointed 
by the governor as successor to Edward B, Jones, of Mount 
Holly, as a member of the board, 

All Must Regtster Next January. 

The report called attention to the fact that the triennial reg 
istration of all the pharmacists and assistants in the state of 
New Jersey will take place on January 1, 1011, 

David Strauss, of Newark, presented a report as treasurer of 
the board showing the receipt of $4,047.75 and expenditure of 
$3,575.31 by the board during the year. The balance, $472.44, has 
been turned into the state treasury. 

Various committee reports were presented, including that of 
the committee on queries by Dr. P. C, Hommell, Dr. Hommell 
himself presented three papers, one on Cataplasma Kaolini, on

They said that they could not promise any increase in 
rate of remuneration, particularly if they installed slot phones, 
as the expense of operating slot phones was materially greater 
than that of the open circuit.

The next business in order was the annual address of Presi 
dent John B. Thomas, who occupied the chair. Mr. ‘Thomas 
made a number of recommendations, and said among other

A Pharmacist on the Board of Health. 


“Now that we have a pure food and drug law [| would sug- 
gest that our association go on record as asking for a pharmacy 
representative on the State Board of Health, in view of the fact 
that today chemistry and pharmacy play an important part in 
the consideration and conservation and care of public health. 
Under the present law the State Board of Health consists of 
three experienced physicians, an experienced civil engineer, and 
a secretary, who ts a physician of considerable experience. A 
bill should be introduced in the legislature of 1or2 providing for 
an experienced pharmacist on this board.” 

Secretary F PF. Kelly and Treasurer J. W. Westcott also 
reported, showing the association to be in an excellent condition, 


Increased Cost of Drugs. 


Miscellaneous business was then taken up, and under. this 
head Dr. A. R. L. Dohme presented a paper designed to show 
that the price of many crude drugs had advanced sharply in a 
short time, and that this increase was due in the main to the 
unduly strict interpretation placed upon the national pure food 
and drugs law by government inspectors at the different ports 
of entry, notably New York, Dr, Dohme said: 


“High cost of living has been assigned as the cause for the 
increased cost of drugs, but it has nothing to do with the rise 
in prices,  T cannot remember in my 20 years of experience 
in the drug business when prices of drugs were so high as they 
are at present, On a recent visit to Washington T learned that 
there were certain officials at the port of New York, who are 
over-zealous in their enforcement of the pure food and drug law 
to such an extent that they make the requirements even more 


drastic than the law provides. This means that the drug ex- 
porters of other countries have become doubtful of the market 
in the United States and have put up the prices on all drugs 
shipped to this country. This tends to decrease the supply and 


cause the price to rise. The law itself is excellent, but has 
caused, through misrepresentation, unnecessary expense, trouble 
and delay to the public It is time to have this condition 
stopped.” 


James E. Hancock, of J. F. Hancock & Son, spoke along 
similar lines, and R. E. Lee Williamson, Dr. Dohme, J. &. Han- 
cock and D. M. R. Culbreth were appointed a special committee 
to take up the subject and submit a report to the association 
later, 

Dr. Eugene bf. Cordell, of the University of Maryland, made 
an address, 

The deliberations. were resumed the next morning at 10 
o'clock, when reports were called for, and the nominating com- 
mittee brought in its slate, This contained the following names :

Present Board Illegally Constituted. 

The nomimation gave rise to a discussion as to the present 
composition of the state board, The point was made that the 
board is not now legally constituted, according to the letter of 
the law, which requires that two members shall be from Balti 
more city, one from the central part of the state, one from the 
astern Shore and one from western Maryland, Now two mem 
hers of the board were residents of Baltimore county and the 
city had only one representative, Louis Schulze, among others, 
declared that it might happen that a shrewd attorney would 
make much of this point and assail the validity of the acts ot 
the board. After some discussion the matter was disposed ot 
with the comment that the governor, in making the apport 
ments, had presumably sought the advice of the attorney gen 
eral and that it was a matter for this ofheial and the governor 
to determine The nominations, however, were laid over fot 
the time being 

James EF. Tancoek submitted the report of the legislative 
committee, Tle said last year was one of unusual activity lhe 
committee was instrumental, he said, in having a pure food and 
drugs law passed by the legislature and that this action had 
been followed by the appointment of Dr, Charles Caspari, jt., 
as commissioner to enforce the law Vhe committee helped to 
defeat legishition which was considered unnnecessary or detrimen 
tal, and had also secnred an amendment to the state pharmacy 
law. The increase in membership was a subject of felicitation 
in the report 

Martin I, Wilbert, of the Marine Hospital Service at) Wash 
ington, a visitor, said that few states had done as much for 
pharmacy as Maryland, Ile paid a tribute to the Caspari family, 
saving that for three generations the members of this family 
had done notable work for the advancement of pharmacy. — Ile 
urged that more attention be paid to the ethics of the profes 
sion, and a paper which he read, treating of the relations be 
tween druggists and physicians, was ordered included in the 
proceedings of the meeting. 

Louis Schulve, a member of the State Board of Pharmacy, 
was prompted to offer also a paper on professional ethics, out 
lining certain rules, It was pointed out, however, that the sub- 
ject was already covered in the by-laws of the association and 
it was therefore directed that the paper be merely received and 
printed, together with others. 

Prizes for Mr. Dunning. 


H. A. B. Dunning, of Hynson, Westcott & Co., was awarded 
the prizes offered hy Merck & Co, and Fairchild Bros, & Foster 
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AND 
for the best papers on pharmaceutical subjects. Mr. Dunning 
also made an urgent plea for members to join the American 
Pharmaceutical Association. 

Secretary Ephraim Bacon, of the State Board of Pharmacy, 
read the annual report of that body, which stated that 45 phar- 
macists and 18 assistants had passed the examinations held dur- 
ing the year; that the board had aided in the prosecution of 
ten cases of violation of the cocaine law and seven violations of 
other laws, and that twenty-five cases had been dismissed either 
by magistrates or by the grand jury. 


Higher Prices Not Due to Enforcement of Food and Drugs 
Act. 


The subject of the high price-of drugs came up again on 
Thursday morning, when the special committee was called upon 
for a report, Dr. Dohme stated that in view of the diffi 
culty of having the average person differentiate between a de- 


and 


sire to prevent undue advances in price and attempts to en 
courage adilterations the committee had decided not to make a 
report Dr. Lyman F. Kebler, of the Bureau of Chemistry, 
Department of Agriculture at Washington, was requested to 
give the department's side of the matter and he made an ex 
tended statement in which he admitted that the price of some 
drugs had advanced, but that these advances were the exception, 
and that in no instance could the increase in price be charged 
to the activity of the experts. He pointed out the difficulties 
under which the bureau worked and emphasized the fact that 
the United States Pharmacopoeia often provided no standards. 
This was true of belladonna leaves, for example, with respect 
to the percentage of foreign matter such as stems and other 
things a sample might contain, the Pharmacopoeia was silent. 
As a matter of fact it was practically impossible to get a pure 
sample and hence it became necessary for the experts to draw 
Often wilful and 
deliberate adulterations were discovered and such imports were 
not admitted. 


the line somewhere and set up standards. 


In the case of asafoetida it was essential to set 
up a standard owing to the absence of one in the Pharmacopecia. 
Many persons were indifferent about this and took the view 
that it did not matter much one way or another, and that asa 
feetida was of little account anyway. Dr. Kebler reminded his 
hearers of the fact, however, that an emulsion of asafectida was 
used extensively in cases of intestinal disorders of children, and 
he thought that the little ones should at least receive as much 
from the horse, 

adulterations of asafeetida intended for animal vse be 
ing usually punished more severely than those where the drug 
was to be used for humans. Other illustrations were given and 
Dr. Kebler stated that imports mixed with stones and other 
foreign matter had been received and that action was necessary 
to protect the trade; otherwise, what answer was to be made to 
the manufacturer who wanted to put a high class article on the 
market and found that he could not face the competition of the 
maker of cheap stuff, who was allowed to bring adulterated goods 
into the country. The only instances in which the bureav' stand- 
ards were higher than those of the Pharmacopceia were in the 
case of crude drugs which assayed higher than the prescribed 
standards, In such cases, Dr. Kebler said, the department would 
not allow the importer to mix with the importation enough for 
eign material to bring the lot down to standard, any more than 
a dairyman would be permitted to pour water into his milk if 
it showed a larger percentage of butter fat than the minimum 
under the law.

Bureau of Chemistry Endorsed. 


Dr. Kebler made such a strong plea for the bureau that the 
meeting was about to drop the matter with a vote of thanks to 
him, when H. P. Hynson reminded those present that charges 
had been made and a committee appointed to present a report 
and that in all fairness to the bureau the subject could not be 
dismissed without further ceremony. It was in order to adopt 
some form of resolution expressing confidence in the bureau 
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and giving it hearty assurances of co-operation. 
this effect was promptly passed.

Army and Navy Pharmacists. 

Boyce Elliott, who was formerly in the navy, read an inter- 
esting paper on the Pharmacist in the Army and Navy. He 
showed that the status of the pharmacist in the United States 
was far lower than that in the French army and navy and in 
the forces on land and sea of Japan. He urged efforts to raise 
the rating of the pharmacist even though it might be necessary 
to advocate higher requirements. 

The committee to consider the recommendations in the presi- 
dent’s address reported on the recommendation that pharmacy 
he represented on the State Board of Health, and a special 
committee consisting of Dr. A. R. L. Dohme, R. E. Lee Wil- 
liamson, E. F. Kelly, James E. Hancock and J. W. Westcott 
was appointed to urge the matter. 


Higher Prices Needed. 

The feature of the afternoon session was the uanimous adop- 
tion of the report of the committee on trade interest, which set 
down the proposition that higher prices would be a great benefit 
to the drug trade. The report, which was submitted by E. W. 
Ilodson, concluded as follows: “We view with dissatisfaction 
the efforts of the cut-rate druggists to undersell us. Better 
prices are very essential to our business. We do not see how 
the association could help in this particular, but think that the 
remedy can be found in the Baltimore Retail Druggists’ Asso- 
ciation.” 

The New Pure Food and Drug Law, 

which goes into effect July 1, was explained in all of its require 
ments by Charles Caspari, the recently selected commissioner. 
Professor Caspari especially pointed out what was needed as 
to labels, and he explained the differences between the state and 
federal law. He said that the purpose of the law and of those 
charged with its execvtion was not to persecute any one and 
that violations through ignorance would receive due considera- 
tion, but that an intelligent desire to comply with the statute 
would have to be shown. 

The by-laws were amended to provide for the appointment 
of two new committees, one of them being on publicity and the 
other on new drugs. 

Papers were read on The United States Pharmacopoeia Con- 
vention of 1910, by Dr. A. R. L. Dohme; Successful Salesman- 
ship, by FE. W. Hodson, and Vichy—Its Waters and Baths, by 
Philip 1. Heuisler. 

C. Lewis Diehl, of Louisville, Ky.; George M. Beringer, of 
Camden, N. J., and Joseph P. Remington, of Philadelphia, were 
elected honorary members, and it was stated that not less than 
eighty-five new members had been admitted in the course of 
the year. 

The report of the nominating committee was adopted, the 
secretary casting the vote for the new officers. 

John F. Hancock made an eloquent plea for support of the 
Procter monument movement, 

With resolutions of thanks to the retiring officers, to the 
hotel management, to the committee of arrangements and_ to 
others, the meeting adjovrned.

Shortly after the great fire of 
1904 he formed a partnership with David R. Millard, the firm 
name being Morgan & Millard, and this venture, like his first 
one, has been conspicvously successful. He is a member of the 
American Pharmaceutical Association, of the Baltimore Re- 
tail Druggists’ Association, and otherwise takes a deep interest 
in the welfare of the profession. He belongs to the Wedge- 
wood Club, and enjoys a great measure of popularity among 
his colleagues. His election to the presidency of the Maryland 
Association was a foregone conclusion, he being regarded as 
the logical candidate. 





MASSACHUSETTS SENDS TWO DELEGATES TO 
N. A. R. D. 





President Finneran Re-elected—A Varied Programme of Enter- 
tatnments—A Place Asked on the Board of Health.

Boston, June 24.—The twenty-ninth annual convention of the 
Massachusetts State Pharmaceutical Association began at 
Swampscott (headquarters at the new Ocean House), Tuesday, 
and was continued through yesterday and today. 

The meeting opened at 3 p. m. Tuesday with the address of 
the president, James FI. Finneran. He made the following 
recommendations : ‘ 

ist. That we appiy for membership in the Massachusetts 
State Board of Trade. 

2d. That we submit three names to the governor for the 
selection of a member of the State Board of Registration in 
Pharmacy, and that a committee of five be appointed to wait 
upon his Excellency, the governor, and present the names of 
these men, 

3d. That we submit three names to the governor for the 
selection of a member of the State Board of Health, as I be- 
lieve that in matters which have such a bearing upon our profes 
sion as that of the purity of the drfgs we handle, surely no one 
could be better able to interpret and apply the laws in reference 
to pure drugs than one who has made it his life’s work. 

4th. That we continue to maintain our scholarship in the 
Mexsachunstss College of Pharmacy. 

sth. That we continue our membership in the National As- 
sociation Retail Druggists and that we send two delegates to its 
annual convention, and that a detinite amount be appropriated 
for each delegate by the convention. 

6th. That the legislative committee be empowered to employ 
such counsel as they may deem necessary. 

ath. That the association choose an advisory board of three 
members, one for one year, one for two years, and one for three 
years. And that each succeeding year one member shall be 
chosen for three years. 

This board to advise the legislative committee on the various 
matters which come up from time to time. 

8th. That we set aside at least one hour tomorrow afternoon 
for the discussion of the laws which govern us as pharmacists, 
and at that time discuss the advisability of the board of pharmacy 
having a permanent secretary. Also such other matters pertain- 
ing to the laws which govern their action as the members of the 
board or any of our members wish to bring up. There is no 
more appropriate place to discuss these matters than at our an- 
nual convention. If you have any definite ideas in regard to a 
change in the laws be prepared to let your brother pharmacists 
know what they are. 

oth. That we instruct our legislative committee to prepare 
an amendment to Section 2 of Chapter 250 of the Acts of the 
year 1907 and present it at the next session of the legislature. 
This section relates to the Guaranty on Patent and Proprietary 
Medicines and Foods, and I believe should also cover drugs. 
The jobbers and manufacturers of Massachusetts give this guar- 
anty to druggists outside the state and should be willing to give 
it to those from whom they receive their largest amount of pat- 


ronage. 


rhe recommendations were referred to a committee for con- 
sideration, 

Reports were made by the secretary, the treasurer, the com- 
mittee on membership and the trustees of the permanent fund.

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A YEAR’S IMPRISONMENT AND FIVE HUNDRED 
DOLLARS FINE FOR COCAINE SALES. 





Severe Penalty for Former Candidate for Board Appotntment— 
Dr. Wright Confers with P. A. R. D. on Foster Bill—Pre- 
paring for the State Meeting at Buena Vista. 


(From our Regular Correspondent.) 

Philadelphia, June 22.—Interest in the crusade which, since 
the first of the year, has been waged relentlessly against the 
illegal sale of habit-forming drugs by Vice-President Christo- 
pher Koch, of the Pennsylvania Pharmaceutical Examining 
Board, has been renewed by the sentencing of Emil Graff to 
one year in prison and a fine of $500, On Friday last the ac- 
cused pleaded guilty before Judge Audenried and sentence was 
at once imposed. 

Emil Graff is the proprietor of two drug stores in the cen- 
tral section of the city, and a mass of testimony had been pre- 
pared to show that he and his clerks had sold cocaine in the 
most Open manner to young men and women who were addicted 
to the use of the drug. Bvt this testimony was not presented 
in court, for, after a postponement of the case had been at- 
tempted on the ground that a member of the defendant's family 
was about to undergo a serious operation, the prisoner pleaded 
guilty after Mr. Koch had outlined to the court the nature of 
the charge. One of Graff's clerks was sentenced to four months 
while others were fined and will have to pay the costs. 

A significant feature of the Graff case is that at the time of 
Mr. Koch’s appointment to the State Board, Graff, who, it was 
understood, had strong political backing, was a leading candi- 
date for the place. These same political powers, it was believed, 
would make an effort to save him from going to prison, but 
at the last they failed to materialize. The general opinion in 
retail circles is that justice has been done, and while sympathy 
is felt for the druggist’s family, the position of the board has 
been strengthened and the best principles of pharmacy upheld. 
Other offenders were fined $25 each, 


Foster Bill Discussed by P. A. R. D. 

The Foster bill, now before Congress, with the exception 
of a slight change in the wording of the first clause, was en- 
dorsed by the Philadelphia Association of Retail Druggists, as 
the result of the action of a joint meeting of a special com- 
mittee and the regular legislative committee with Dr. Hamil- 
ton Wright, a member of the International Opium Commis- 
sion, held at the Drug Club in this city. The change, which 
was agreed to by Dr. Wright, obviates the possibility of the 
retail druggist being regarded in the light of a manufacturer 
of narcotic drugs and medicines, and thereby being compelled 
to pay both the one dollar tax for the retailer and the ten 
dollar tax for the manufacturer. The bill in general imposes 
a tax upon and regulates the production, manufacture and dis- 
tribution of certain habit-forming drugs, such as opium, co- 
caine and their salts and derivatives, Dr. Wright was present 
through the invitation of Christopher Koch of this city, vice- 
president of the Pennsylvania Pharmaceutical Examining Board 
and chairman of the joint committee. 

Nine Nominees for Vacant Place on Revision Committee. 

The names of nine nominees for the place on the Revision 
Committee of the United States Pharmacopzia, made vacant 
by the resignation of Prof. Edward Kremers, of Madison, Wis., 
have been received by Chairman Joseph P. Remington, and 
preparations are now being made to send these nominations 
to the other forty-nine members of the committee to be voted 
on by mail. June 11 was the last day on which these nomina- 
tions could be made. The nominee receiving the greatest num- 
ber of votes will, in the event of his acceptance, be Prof. Kre- 
mers’s successor. -

STEIN-GRAY DRUG COMPANY, OF CINCINNATI, 
BANKRUPT, 





Cincinnati Graduates Class of Thirty-five—First Prize to a 
Woman--Two Certificates to Be Revoked for Illegal Ltquor 
Sales.

Cincinnati, Ohio, June 20.—Creditors filed an involuntary 
petition in bankruptcy against the Stein-Gray Drug Company, 228 
East Fourth street, in the Federal Court June 16. They also 
ask for the appointment of a receiver, alleging that the stock 
on hand amovnts to $75,000 and asking that it should be kept 
intact. 

The creditors in their petition allege that the Stein-Gray 
Drug Company committed an act of bankruptcy in that they 
admitted in writing that they were unable to pay a debt.

That didn’t seem to sat- 
isfy some of the creditors, and the bankruptcy proceedings are 
the result. The firm did not learn of the intention of the credit- 
ors until on the night of June 15 and then decided to let the 
matter go and will make no contest. The concern will be wound 
up in the courts.”

Condition of Trade. 


New York, June 2i, toro. 

While the market under review has been devoid of features 
of speculative interest, there has been a fairly satisfactory Jobbing 
demand, save in a few lines invelving large manufacturing opera 
tions in which a dullness is noticeable. Such goods as the heavy 
acids and the mucilaginous gums used in) manufacturing have 
been dull, but there has been no change in quotations in these 
lines of goods, ‘The hopes of the speculators who took up the 
visible supply of opium last fall seem to be fading ih view of the 
favorable prospects reported in the opium growing districts of 
Asia Minor. A reduction of ten cents a pound during the past 
fortnight is indication that the holders in Constantinople and Lon 
don are beginning to take their profits rather than to hold on 
with the possibility of confronting a heavy new crop. ‘That crop, 
however, is still a good way off in point of time and the moneyed 
interests of Constantinople and London whieh carried out the 
opium deal last fall still have time to realize an extensive profit 
on their deal. Consumers have been holding off so long that they 
are compelled to take supphes for immediate use from time to 
tine, The American roots show some signs of weakness and it 
is believed that the crops in hand are larger than needed to carry 
the market over vntil the fall digging. ‘This accounts for the 
weakness in serpentaria, senega and a few other American roots 
Vhe Messina essences show signs of weakness under the intla 
ence of favorable reports from Italy.

Acid tartaric is firm at 2434 to 25¢ for crystals and 25 to 25'4¢ 
for powdered. 

Kpsom salt is lower, under the pressure of the foreign pro 
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ducer, and is now quoted at 70 to goc in bags, 95¢ to $1.00 in 
barrels. 

Rochelle salt is active at 15 to 16¢ in 50 lb. boxes. 

Santonin continues firm at $9.70 to $10.50 in crystals and 
$o.go to $10.70 in powder.

Orange is somewhat weaker under the influence of favorable 
crop reports from Italy, but no quotable change is reported, our 
range remaining at $2.25 to $2.50 for sweet and $2.50 to $2.75 for 
bitter, 

Peppermint is dull and quiet at our previous quotations of 
$1.85 to $2 in tins and $2.30 in cases. 

Rose is quoted as firmer abroad, in sympathy with unfavor 
able reports as to crop conditions in Bulgaria. 

Safrol has declined to go to 45¢ under the influence of active 
competition, 

Gums. 

Aloes have been in active demand and gourds, being scarce, 
are somewhat higher at 10 to Itc. 

Arabics are dull and somewhat neglected, there having been 
a decline in the demand of manufacturing sorts. Prices are un- 
changed, however, at 734 to re. 

Asafactida shows an increasing firmness under the influence 
of diminishing supplies of the higher grades. ‘Tears sell at $1.25 
to $1.50, and even at these figures holders do not push sales. 

Camphor is firm at 45¢ in cases and 43 to 44c in barrels for 
cither American or foreign refined. 

Chicle is dull, but fairly firm at 50c¢ in car lots. 

Olibanum is firm at an advance to 12 to 13¢ for tears, the 
supply being limited and under good control.

The Petit-Grain Industry. 


During the calendar year 1909 petit grain oil was shipped to 
the United States to the amount of 17,263 pounds, valued at 
$24,766. As this is the principal product exported from Para- 
guay to the United States, data in regard to this industry is of 
interest. The commercial value of the oil of petit grain comes 
from its extensive use as a basis for perfumes, especially in the 
scenting of toilet soap. ‘he essence is distilled from the leaves 
of the wild, bitter orange tree, which is widely distributed 
throughout Paraguay. The leaves are gathered by the natives, 
who receive 12 cents per 20 pounds. To produce one quart of 
the oil requires from 500 to 600 pounds of leaves. It is usual 
to cut down the trees for stripping, but where this is not done 
a tree can be stripped once every two years. 

The method of preparing the leaves for distillation is as fol- 
lows: The leaves are packed into a receptacle like a barrel, the 
bottom of which has been perforated with holes for the admis- 
sion of steam. A pipe is then inserted into the top which car- 
ries off the steam into a condenser. When the steam has con- 
densed to water the oil rises to the surface and is drained off. 
It may then be said to be ready for market, though some pro- 
ducers think it necessary to purify by filtering, which destroys 
the oily odor and gives the purified product a scent like that 
of Florida water.
